NEWS ABOUT TOWN. 


The Court-Martial P till in 
Progress. 


THE 
CHAMBEB OF COSMKRCE. 


The Ladies O rganize to Aid to Mak­ 
ing a G reat E xhibit—OCher 
Item s of Intorest. 


The court-m artial on the case of Col. 
W. H. H. KueeeH continued ita eemion 
through the day and evening yesterday. 
The prosecution dosed what appears to 
the spectators to be a very strong case, 
and the defense put on several witnesses. 
At the morning session Lieutenant Mc­ 
Pherson’s cross-examination was com­ 
pleted, and Brigadier-General Johnsou 
look th e stand and testified with regard 
to an order for an inspection which had 
not been obeyed by Colonel Russell. 
Lieutenant W orth and Captain H. Z. 
Osborne gave testimony on various points 
connected with Colonel Russell’s peculiar 
pystem of keeping accounts, and Sergeant 
Last explained how the affairs of the 
Eagle Corps were conducted. 
John L. Hickman, expert accountant, 
was called to testify to the showing made 
by the books in which Colonel Russell 
kept the accounts ot the Eagle Corps. 
He testified that he fonnd a discrepancy 
of over $5,000 between the accounts and 
the vouchers. 
According to Mr. Hick­ 
m an’s calculation the finances of the 
Eagle Corps were kept in a very un­ 
business-like sort of style. 
W. C. Stone, the financial secretary of 
the Eagle Corps, was down on the list of 
the defendant’s witnesses, but he was 
summoned by the prosecution and or­ 
dered to produce and explain all his 
books and the entrieB therein. 
The 
principal book was one in which the 
accounts ran from November, 1886, to 
May, 1889. 
The witnees would not 
swear that it had been in his possession 
prior to 1889. 
It bore 
pretty good 
external evidence of having all been 
written 
at 
about 
the same time. 
The ink in which the 1886 entries were 
made was jnst as clear as that of the 
entries of 1889. The prosecution will 
endeavor to show that the accounts were 
cooked up for the purpose of hiding 
irregularities in Colonel Russell’s finan­ 
cial affairs. 
In the evening session Colonel Russell 
was placed on the stand as the first wit­ 
nees for the defence. 
He explained the 
way in which he kept his books. 
He 
went over the items of expense for which 
there were no receipts or vouchers and 
told what the outlay was for. The court 
finally adjourned at about 10 o’clock, and 
will convene again this morning at 9, 
when the cross-examination of Colonel 
Russell will begin.

WHO STOLE TH E COUHTY FfNDSV 


The Fx-Deputy Being: Probed to Clear 
His Chief of the Charge of 
Crime in Office.

Q.—W hat other work did you do in 
the office ? 
A —All that was required of me. 
Q.—W hat do you mean by keeping 
books to some extent ? 
A.—W ell, by assisting in keeping what 
is called the fund book. 1 think the 
book will show for itself. 
The witness was then shown the fund 
book of 1888, and requested to examine 
the handwriting on page 
3. 
After 
looking at it for a moment be replied 
that a portion of it was in Montaño’s 
and a portion his. 
Mr. W hite then offered the book in 
evidence, to which the State objected. 
The defense stated th at they desired to 
introduce the above for the purpose of 
rebuttal, and wonld show that the wit­ 
ness not only knew about the warrant in 
question,but that he had himself checked 
off the same from the Treasurer’s return 
checks or receipts. 
Mr. W hite then read from page 3 
*n entry of a gross amount m ade on 
Jane 30, 1888, and asked in whose hand­ 
writing it was. 
A.—It is in my handwriting. 
I made 
the entry from a statem ent of the County 
Treasurer, supposing it to be correct. 
The Treasurer made these reports every 
mouth. 
The warrants were returned 
with the statements. 
Q —W hat is that document you hold 
in your hand? 
A.—It is the Treasurer’s report of June. 
1888. I probably made all the entries in 
the book known as the “ Auditor’s funds” 
in the month of June, 1888. 
I was in 
the Auditor's office during all the year 
1888, to the best of my recollection. 
Q —W hose handw riting is this in? 
ahowiDg witness a certain w arrant. 
A.—I decline to answer. 
Q —Why ? 
The Srate objected to the question, and 
Mr. W hite again stated that he held in 
his hand ten other warrants which had 
been illegally drawn by the witness, and 
that he couni prove th at if any fraud had 
been perpetrated it had been done by 
this witness. 
The court sustained the objection. 
Witness was then shown another writ­ 
ten document, and asked in whose hand­ 
writing it was. 
A.—I decline to answer. 
Q —W hy? 
A —It would tend to criminate myself 
and others, some of your clients. 
Q —You need not fear for my clients. 
Would it tend to convict you of a fel­ 
ony ? 
A.—I don’t know how far it would 
injure me. 
It would tend to criminate 
me and others. 
Q —When did you leave the Auditor’s 
office? 
A.—In June, 1889. 
Q —Are you acquainted with General 
E . Bouton ? 
# 
A.—Yes, sir; I had a conversation 
with him about the time the Board of 
Supervisors made a demand upon Mon- 
taño to straighten up the shortage men 
tioned. 
It was at the corner of Spring 
and Market Btreets. 
There was no one 
present but ourselves. 
There was some 
talk about a shortage of $3,840. 
Q.—Did you in th at conversation tell 
General Bouton substantially that Mon- 
tbfio knew nothing abont the warrant 
involved in this case? 
A.—No, sir. 
Q.—W hen did yon first have a con­ 
versation with Mr. Kelly about this 
case? 
A.—It was when I was in the county 
jail. I don’t remember how many con­ 
versations I had with him in regard to 
tLis case when I was in the county jail. 
I remember when he came to the jail 
with Justice Savage. 
He requested me 
to sign a complaint against Montaño at 
the time. 
Q —Did yon not h esitate a loDg tim e 
befure eigning it? 
Did you n o t decline 
to sign it ? 
A —No, I did not at that tim e. I had 
m ade up my mind what to do. I did 
decline to sign it at one time. 
Mr. Kelly 
told me to do as I pleased. The com- 
S 
laint was not brought to me when I 
esitated. 
I hesitated at first because 
Montaño was a good friend of mine. 
Mr. Kelly merely said to me that there 
were some cases still pending against 
m e. 
I said to him th at I expected that 
he would do his duty by me and others; 
th at I had come here to do what was 
right. 
Q —Where did you come from? 
a .—T he m ountains. 
Q.—Who did you come with ? 
A —With the Sheriff of San Bernardino 
connty. 
Q —Did you have any conversation 
with Mr. Kelly apart from Mr. Savage ° 
A —I do not remember. 
Q —About when were you released 
from jail ? 
A —In November last year. 
Q.—Do you remember having a con 
▼ersation with Mr. Lopez in the Sheriff’s 
office, when Mr. Appel was present, 
soon after leaving the county jail? 
A.—I did not. 
Q.—Did yon not say at th at time that 
the defendant ought to join hands with 
yon and down the Jews? 
A —I may have said it. 
I had several 
conversations with Mr. Appel which I 
expect will be brought out here. 
Q —When did you sign the com­ 
plaint? 
A.—I signed the complaint in jail in 
th e month of August, 1889. I do not 
know how long I had been there. 


Q — Are there not criminal proceed- 
inge pending against yon ? 
A —Yen, there are criminal proceed­ 
ings pending against me in the Superior 
Court of this county. [Witness shown 
four indictments. ] I believe these are 
the cases pending against me. These 
indictments were filed June 14 and 28, 
1889 
I have had a conversation with 
the District Attorney since I left the 
county jail. It was in his office. I never 
had an agreement with Mr. Kelly about 
the reduction ot bail. I aBked him, 
inasmuch as others were getting their 
bails reduced, if mine could not be re­ 
duced. 
I left the matter with my attor­ 
ney and Mr. Kelly. I wae not present 
in coart when my bail was reduced. 
—Have you conversed with any one 
abcnt the case ? 
A.—I never had any conversation in 
regard to this case with Mr. Hardesty in 
the District Attorney’s office. 
I have 
had three conversations with Mr. Me- 
Comas in regard to this caae. One con 
versation was not taken down by a short­ 
hand reporter. 
I made a statem ent be­ 
fore leaving the mountains, reduced to 
writing, which is in the hands of the 
District Attorney, but 1 decline to give 
it here. 
Mr. Kelly—I have that statem ent 
locked up in my safe. 
Mr. W hite—We would like to have 
that statement. 
Mr. Kelly—I will get it for you when 
yon want it. 
W itness—I never made a statement 
either in the county jail or any other 
place which was taken down by a lady 
employed in the District Attorney’s of­ 
fice relative to what I should testify to. 
At this point Mr. W hite asked that Mr, 
Kelly produce the statem ent referred to 
above. 
Mr. Kelly stated to the court th at the 
statem ent did not pertain to the case at 
issue, but that he would submit it to the 
court to decide. This appeared to be 
satisfactory. 
Q.—HaB 
not the District Attorney 
agreed with you to continue these cases? 
A —C. C. S ephens is my attorney, 
and I do not know upon what grounds 
they were continued, so far as I am con­ 
cerned there had been no agreements 
entered into. 
Q .—Did you not tell Mr. Appel that 
you were glad that you had attended the 
trial of Carl Browne, and had listened to 
the testimony of H. H. Boyce, for by do­ 
ing so you had learned how to conduct 
yourself upon the witness stand, that 
Boyce only gave his impressions. 
A.—If he says so I guess it must be 
BO. 
Q .—Had you a conversation with Mr. 
Appel in 1889, just after the grand .jury 
was impaneled, as to this warrant for 
$3,800? 
A.—I do not remember. 
Q.—Did you tell Appel the warrant 
was gone? 
A —I may have done so. 
Q .—Did you not tell him th at warrant 
had been destroyed ? 
A.—I never said so. 
Q —Did you then say you had an idea 
who drew that warrant? 
A.—I never said so. 
Q —Do you remember that Appel taid 
“ I do too,” and you asked him “ who?” 
and he eaid “ tell me first, so that Í can 
see if we agree on the same person?” 
A.—That must all be in his mind. I do 
not remember it. 
Q —Did you not say it was Aaron 
Smith? 
A.—I did not. 
Q —Do you remember asking Appel 
if he would not speak to the supervisors 
to put Smith out of the Auditor’s office, 
because he wae injuring you ? 
A.—No, eir. 
Q —Do you remember when Montaño 
was in jail? 
A.—1 rem em ber he was in jail twice. 
Q.—Do you remember the seqond time 
he was in jail, one Sunday afternoon, 
when you were sitting there reading a 
poper, when Montaño and Mrs. Mon­ 
taño, Mr. Appel and Mr. Seville were 
there, when Appel went over to get some 
water you followed him and slipped a 
piece of waper torn off from the margin 
of the j-iurnal jo u were reading, into 
Appel’s hand? 
A.—Yes. 
Q —Do you remember what was writ­ 
ten on that? 
A.—No sir. 
This slip of paper was shown the wit­ 
ness, and he identified it. Mr. White 
Bought to put it in evidence, but the 
court would not allow it. It transpired 
that the writing wae of such a nature as 
to tend to lay the fraudulent warrants to 
A4ron Smith. I t asked the question, 
“ Does the Auditor allow Aaron Smith to 
sign his name to w arrants?” 
In answer to seme pointed questions 
as to conversations with Mr. Appel, the 
witness said he desired to make a general 
statem ent, which was to this effect: All 
this time Appel has been following me 
around. 
He has pretended to be rav 
friend ; he has tried to induce me to talk 
about this caee, and has aeked me to go 
to bis office to be interviewed. 
I have 
told him I had no objections to holding 
an interview with him, but that it must 
be in the presence of others. 
In all 
these conversations pointed at by these 
questions the talking was by him , and I 
said very little. I may have said to him 
that I bad no ill will towards Montaño, 
and that I was his friend. 
I probably 
did say that. 
Q —Did you in June, 1888, in front of 
Fred Linde’s place, in Temple block, 
meet Appel and a6k him how to spell 
Mr. Delereaux’s Dame? 
A.—No. 
Q —Do you not remember, after the 
deaih of Charles Dominguez, meeting 
Mr. Appel, when he asked you if you had 
learned how to spell the name? 
A.—I do not. 
Q —Did you know Mr. Delereaux? 
A.—le s . I had some business with 
him. 
Q.—Did you introduce him to Mon­ 
tafio? 
A —I did not need to do so. 
Mr. 
Mcñtano knew him. 
Q —Did you introduce him to Mr. Val­ 
encia when you did some business about 
public lands? 
A.—I may have done so. 
Q — Do you know Jose Sanchez? 
A.—Yes. 
Q.—Was he at your house when you 
were sick? 
A.—Yes; he came there last January 
or February when I was sick. 
Q —Did you converse about this case, 
and say that you were a 
friend of 
Montaño and the best witness he had? 
A.—1 did not converse with him abont 
this case, nor say I was the beat witness 
Montaño had. 
Q —Do you know Col. Banbury, the 
County Treasurer? 
A.—Yes, I do. 
Q —Did you in January, 1889, tell 
him that he ought to appoint Montaño 
his deputy, that he was an honest man 
and a good book-keeper, and that tke 
appointment would please the Spanish 
people? 
A —I may have said that to him. 
After some more questioning in the 
same direction, Lauierie was turned 
over to the District Attorney again, and 
soon the coart adjourned.

What Congress is Asked to 
Do in the Matter. 


THE HOUSE COMMITTEE’S REPOET 


Chicago Commended for Its E nter­ 
prise, Intelligence and 
L iberality. 


Associated Press Dispatches to the H e r a l d 


W a s h in g to n , 
March 
19.—Chandler 
presented in th e House today the report 
of the special com m ittee on the World’s 
Fair. 
It is in part as follow s: 
U nder instruction given by the action 
of th e H ouse the com m ittee inserted 
Chicago in th e bill as the place cf hold­ 
ing the fair in 1892, and consulted with 
representatives of that city for the pur­ 
pose of perfecting and improving it, m ak­ 
ing such am endm ents as were deem ed 
necessary. 
The bill subm itted differs in 
some essential features from the bill re­ 
ported originally by the com m ittee and 
recom m ended. 
In the second section the rep.esenta- 
tion of the Territories and the District 
of Columbia has been increased from 
one to two com m issioners from oach, 
and provision is also made for the ap­ 
pointm ent of eight com missioners at 
large. 
The com m ission is designated 
th e “ World’s Columbian Com m ission.’’ 
The third section dispenses with the 
U nited States corporation which it was 
proposed to create by Congress. 
It also 
stipulates that com m issioners be ap­ 
pointed from each State and Territory 
and the District of Colum bia, together 
w ith eight com m issioners to be appointed 
at large. 
The com mission, acting inde­ 
pendently of the corporation and with­ 
out power to incur any obligations, is in­ 
structed by this act to accept the build­ 
ings only when they shall be deemed by 
said com mission to be adequate for the 
purpose for which they are intended. 
In the original bill the eleventh sec­ 
tion stated that not less than 10 per 
centum of the capital stock should be 
actually paid in cash befóte the com m is­ 
sion should do any corporate act, other 
than those necessary to its organization. 
The bill now reported is still more con­ 
servative in 
protecting the 
Govern­ 
m en t’s 
interests 
so 
far 
as 
its 
connection is concerned, and insuring 
the financial success of the fair beyond a 
reasonable contingency, by 
providing 
that the comm issioners shall not only be 
satisfied that an actual bona fide sub­ 
scription to the capital stock of at least 
$5,000,000 has been m ade, of which not 
less than $500.000 has beeD paid in, but 
also declares that a further sum of $5,­ 
000,000, making 10,000,000 in *11, shall 
be provided by the corporation in ample 
tim e, or as needed for the successful 
prosecution of the work. 
The com m ittee has given careful con­ 
sideration to the statem ents of represent­ 
atives of the finance com m ittee of Chicago 
as to subscriptions to the stock of $5,000,­ 
000, and believes the subscriptions will 
be paid. W hile it is the judgment of the 
com m ittee that Chicago will m eet the 
obligations and prom ises of her repre­ 
sentatives, It would call attention to the 
fact that the judgm ent of this committee 
is not taken alone, bat th e com mission 
on the spot in Chicago w ill have a more 
favorable opportunity to satisfy them ­ 
selves. 
The representatives of Chicago who 
appeared before the com m ittee were 
ready to m eet every requirement indi­ 
cated by th e bill previously considered 
or under discuseion w hile 1he location 
w as pending, and the com m ittee desires 
to recognize the fact that it is due to 
Chicago that it be assured by the action 
of the House that the fair is to be held 
in Chicago, without further delay, as the 
business arrangements connected with 
th e provisions of this act can be better 
adjusted when they are assured of the 
action of 
Congress. 
The committee 
claim that the Governm ent does not 
assum e any risk, but is asked to enact 
such legislation as will dem onstrate that 
it 
is in 
sym pathy with

of the citizens of Chicago in a great

that will mark this important epoch in 
th e history of the world, and com m em o­ 
rate the life and services of Columbus in 
a manner worthy the continent which he 
discovered. 
Section G defines the duties of 
the 
com m ission 
and 
com m issioners, and 
gives them the necessary power to allot 
space for exhibitors, classify the exhibits, 
determ ine the plan and scope of the ex­ 
position, appoint judges and exam iners, 
award premiums and have general charge 
of the intercourse with the exhibitors 
and representatives of foreign nations. 
Section 8 provides for the dedication of 
th e W orld’s Columbian Exposition on 
the 30th of April, 1892. 
Upon the ques­ 
tion of the tim e for holding the exposi­ 
tion there was a difference of opinion 
among the m embers of the committee. 
The cost of the Government buildings 
is lim ited to $400,000, and appropriations 
are m ade for 
the Governm ent’s ex­ 
penses. 
Tne expenses 
of 
the Gov­ 
ernm ent after 1891, for all purposes con­ 
nected with the exposition,are limited to 
the sum of $1,500,000. All the expenses of 
the Governm ent are subject to the ap­ 
proval of the Secretary of the Treasury. 
In subm itting the letter of Chairman 
Gage.of the finance com mittee of Chicago, 
the House com m ittee calls attention to 
the fact that the city of Chicago and the 
State of Illinois have for an extended 
period indicated the desire that Chicago 
should be selected bb the Bite for the 
fair. 
Investigation m ade Dy their com­ 
m ittee at Paris, enables Chicago more 
intelligently to comprehend the magni­ 
tude of the undertaking, its cost, scope 
and requirements for th e successful con­ 
duct of it, and to com m ence active pre­ 
parations more promptly than could be 
im aginable, except for their enterprise 
and forethought. 
The com m ittee calls attention to the 
fact that the citizens of Chicago offer a 
larger and more generous contribution to 
the nation than ever proffered by private 
citizens before, and larger than any of­ 
fered by any foreign governm ent or city 
in the great international expositions 
previously held. 
In the financial plan 
of th e 
Paris 
Exposition, 
which 
is 
now 
claimed 
to 
have 
been 
the 
ipost 
successful 
in 
the 
world, 
it 
was 
agreed 
that 
the 
subscriptions 
should aggregate $8,600,000, while Chicago 
guarantees that to satisfy the commission 
it will provide, without the aid of the 
National Government, the sum of $10,­ 
000,000, and with the site, also to be pro­ 
vided by Chicago, this is ample for all 
purposes for a fair in thin country. 
In addition to the buildings erected by 
the Governm ent and the City of Chicago 
for tha exposition, we may reasonably 
anticipate that many states of the Union, 
the Dominion of Caned a, M exico, the 
Central and South American republics 
and the Governm ents of Europe will 


erect commodious buildings for their own 
exhibits. 
About fifty countries were 
represented at the Paris Exposition, and 
we may confidently expect increased 
interest and a larger representation in 
the Columbian Exposition. 
The committee 
calls 
attention to 
the interesting and important communi- 
catione and estim ates appended hereto, 
received from the different departments 
and bureaus of the Government, indi­ 
cating their great interest in the exposi­ 
tion, and it is most important that they 
should have an opnortunity to exhibit 
the valuable collections of the Govern­ 
ment of the United States. 
The con­ 
tinued interest manifested by the people 
of the country and foreign nations in 
this celebration, and a more careful con­ 
sideration of the subject since the first 
report of this 
com m ittee, has more 
deeply impressed the com mittee with the 
grandeur and importance of the under­ 
taking, and confirmed them in the opin­ 
ion that it will prove a great national 
advantage. 
In conclusion is attached a statement 
from Senator Farwell saying the sub­ 
scriptions to the fair fund are bona fid e, 
and will be paid. 
The minority report, signed by Belden, 
Hatch and Flower, bays: 
The under­ 
signed members dissent from the fore­ 
going report and its conclusions, and be­ 
lieve the following resolution, which we 
voted for, should have been adopted: 
“That when a guarantee fund of $10,­ 
000,000 shall be secured by Chicago, the 
r-ufficiency and legality of which shall 
be satisfactory to thia comm ittee, we re­ 
port the pending bill with such amend­ 
ments as the 
com m ittee may agree 
upon.’’

Senator Voorhees Espouses 
the Grangers’ Cause. 


WHY FAKMS ARB MORTGAGED. 


Agriculture Depressed by 
Vicious 
L egislation—Congressional 
Proceedings.

W a sh in g to n , March 19.—Vice-Presi­ 
dent Morton occupied the chair in the 
Senate today. 
The resolution offered by 
Voorhees, Monday, as to agricultural 
depression, was taken up, and Voorhees 
addressed the Senate. 
H e said, in part, 
it was now nearly thirty years since the 
close of the war had given to avarice an 
opportunity to prey upon the self-sacri­ 
ficing patriota of 
the 
country. 
The 
measures resorted to for the taxation of 
one class of citizens and the enrichment 
of another' had been legislation by which 
the burden of the public debt had been 
doubled, silver demonetized, and a high 
protective tariff established. 
He charac­ 
terized the protective tariff as a curse. 
Tbe farmers of the United States today 
did not receive on an average more than 
ten cents a bushel for coro, fifty cents for 
wheat and two to three cents per pound 
for hogs. 
Every pretense of a home 
market for the farmer was a fraud, and 
every pretenee of taxing wheat and oats 
and 
potatoes for his 
benefit was a 
cheat and a sham e. 
It was a notorious 
truth that the tariff as it now stood in­ 
creased the farmer’s expense account 
from 35 to 100 per cent, on every im ple­ 
m ent of industry with which he toiled, 
and last year binding twine was raised to 
18 cents a pound by a trust. 
H e did not 
believe that the hand of the farmer would 
hold the Republican ticket at the next 
Presidential election. 
Not only had 
there been no increase in the value of 
land in the last quarter of a century, but 
there had been an absolute loss of thirty- 
three per cen t. 
Improved farm lands 
today, under the m ost favorable circum­ 
stances, would cot on a general average 
realize more than two-thirds of what 
their 
value 
had 
been 
twenty- 
five 
years ago. 
Ohio 
farms 
were 
now under mortgage to the 
am ount 
of 
$309,000,000. 
In 
Illinois 
twenty- 
three per cent, of th e whole face of the 
State was under mortgage, they amount­ 
ing to $402,000,000. 
Forty-seven per 
cent, of the State oí Michigan was under 
mortgage; in Indiana, Kentucky, Mis­ 
souri, Kansas, Nebraska aud the whole 
Northwest from twenty to fifty per cent, 
of the farm lands were under mortgages 
at such rates of interest as the farmers 
could never pay out of their crops, to say 
nothing of the principal. 
The farmers 
were thu9 brought face to face with ruin. 
Nor W8re the fanners of New England 
different in that respect from those 
of 
the 
W estern 
States. 
The 
rem edies to be applied w ere: 
First, 
tariff reform; eecond, a full supply of 
legal tender m oney; 
third, the free 
coinage of silver; fourth, the suppres­ 
sion by law of gambling in futures; 
fifth, a liberal policy of pensions. 
Voorhees sum m ed up h is argum ents 
with reference to th e subsidized press, 
“ blocks of five,” official patronage, etc. 
W ilson, of Iowa, said h e desired to 
read a letter from a farmer of Iowa who 
knew by practical experience more about 
the condition of the farming class than 
the Senator from Indiana ever learned 
in his readings. 
H e then read a letter, 
which has already been published, show­ 
ing the comparatively low prices of farm 
produce and the high prices of manu 
fsotureil goods before the war. 
The Blair Educational bill was taken 
up, and Pierce spoke in opposition to it. 
Evarts and Gall advocated it. 
Allison, from tbe finance com m ittee, 
reported with am endm ents the House 
bill in relation to the collection of reve­ 
nues.

we are writing of the favored territory 
th at has built up such superb cities as 
8t. Louis and Chicago. No wonder that 
the cities are crowded with eager con 
testants for positions as clerks and 
counter-jumpers. One incident related 
in the <Globe-Democrat is particularly re 
markable. The owner of a well-improved 
farm of three hundred acres in Missouri 
told the interviewer that it was as much 
as he could do to maintain his family, 
and that if he had been obliged to pay 
for his help he would have been working 
at a dead loss, and a considerable one. In 
that region big and little—every one 
about the farm—turn in and work like a 
houee-a-fire, and consider themselves re­ 
paid by a frugal livelihood—bare food, 
fuel and clothing.

In three years more,with 
approved budded oranges, he can rely 
upon an income ranging from $100 to 
$200 an acre. 
On these ten acres he can 
grow alfalfa and vegetables while his 
frnit trees are maturing. 
At the end of 
his short probation he will make more 
net money off his ten acres than the Mis­ 
souri farmer can hope to realize from his 
three hundred acre*, and he will, in addi­ 
tion, have a pleasant and even poetical 
home. This result will be accomplished 
with one-fiftieth part of the labor of the 
Missouri farmer. 
Or he can come to Los Angeles and 
buy ten acres of good alfalfa land. From 
these ten acres he can cut one hundred 
tons of excellent Chilian clover yearly, 
and if he cares to run a dairy he can 
make more money off his m iniature farm 
than bis Missouri rival off his three hun 
dred. 
Or he can do the same thing with 
twenty acres of good bottom land planted 
in corn 
Or, if he hAS a fancy for truck raising, 
be can take five acres of the rich lands 
of the Cahuenga, San Felipe Lugo or 
Ranchita, and make more money by 
raising early tomatoes, potatoes and cauli- 
fl)wer than the Missourian can clear off 
his hundreds of broad acres. 
Last but not least, he will accomplish 
these pleaeant and profitable results in a 
climate where it is a perfect delight to 
live, and where every inspiration, bar 
ring twenty days oat of the three hundred 
and sixty-five, discounts anything that is 
recorded in Nice, Mentone or the other 
famous health and pleasure resorts of 
the world. 
Theee are tbe truths that will make 
Southern California and ita Queen City 
and Coanty, Los Angeles, in a few years, 
one of the mo6t densely populated regions 
of the earth, and which will make this 
city stretch eastward and northward to 
the foot of the mountains, and westward 
and southward to the Pacific ocean, 
before the twentieth centary has fairly 
opened.

The first paper on the programme was 
a masterly production by W. H. V. Ray 
mond, editor-in-chief of the State series 
of text books. The paper was entitled 
"T he Proposition of the American School 
Trust,” and abounded in forcible argu 
mente and appropriate illustrations. The 
teachers and officers of schools were re 
garded as stockholders in a great com­

Mrs. Julia B. Hoitt, Deputy Superin­ 
tendent of Public IuBtructiou, followed 
Mr. Raymond with a paper on "Educa­ 
tional Discoveries.” 
All progress was 
Mid to be tbe result of some discovery. 
There was first the felt want, then the 
study of methods of supplying that want, 
and lastly, "E ureka, I have it,” and a 
step forward. 
The oriental nations of 
antiquity all had characteristic methods 
of education based upon the underlying 
principles of their government.

woman was left out of consideration en­ 
tirely. 
From these days of antiquity the 
current of knowledge flowed westward. 
Chri&tiauity dawned upon 
the world 
w ith its tiny bat im perishable light. 
The glory of Rome cam e and departed. 
The dark ages shat down apon the 
world, knowledge crept into monastic 
homes 
and 
was 
nurtnred by the 
priesthood, the knights and the Mo 
hammedans, 
until 
the 
springtime 
of 
the 
Reformation 
warmed 
it 
into activity again. 
There are three 
periods in the world’s history which may 
be considered as ths three main discov­ 
eries which have changed the entire 
current of its destiny. 
First, 1900 years 
ago the gentle teacher, who spoke ever 
from his own serene heights, put ever 
behind him the ‘‘Light of Asia,” and 
discovered to the waiting millioi h a new 
"L ight of the W orld,” and Christianity 
wasborn. Second, in the fifteenth century 
the poor wool-carder rose in hia Bublime 
persistence and gave to hum anity a new 
world. 
Third, the grand old reformer 
of the sixteenth century blessed us with 
a discovery that m eant liberty, inde­ 
pendence, 
education. 
During 
these 
three periods there 
ere many who 
wrote, all unconsciously, their names 
■pon the world’s annals, and to whom 
we now pay our grateful reverence. 
Such are the names of the founders of 
Christianity. 
Following in the train of 
these three parent discoveries is a train 
of lesser ones. 
The ever developing 
possibilities of the univerral world, the 
mysteries of the waters of the earth and 
the stars of the heaven have one hy one 
come to light, and investigation has not 
stopped with the material world,but man’s 
own powers, mental and spiritual, have 
been focused. under the powerful lens 
of modern discovery. 
Each step taken 
on the educational road has only proved 
the necessity for otbere—and the neces­ 
sity has paved the way. There are eight 
or ten important subjects which have 
lately occupied the thinking minds with 
the hope of benefiting humanity and 
the cause of education. 
Many good 
things have been thus discovered and 
put in practice. The subjects a re : First, 
the necessity for universal education to 
establish the stability of government; 
second, the establishment of three grades 
of 
education— prim ary, 
intermediate 
and university; 
third, 
the 
endow­ 
ment 
of 
colleges 
of 
agriculture 
and the mechanical a r ts ; fourth, school 
architecture and school decoration ; fifth, 
the iutrodaction into our school curricu­ 
lum of the study of civil governm ent; 
sixth, the advantage of uniform courses 
of study; seventh, the need of efficient 
professional 
supervision; eighth, the 
beneficial effect of teachers’ institutes, 
which a noted writer has called normal 
schools with a very short course of study. 
And now I come to what I firmly bslieve 
are two of the most beneficial discoveries 
of our age—the importance of which has 
not yet fnlly penetrated the m inds of our 
law-makers and taxpayers. They are: 
Ninth, the 
necessity 
of professional 
training for our teachers; tenth, the 
necessity of manual training for our 
children. 
W ith regard to the former it 
has been discovered th a t a knowledge of 
the studies to be taught is not the only 
requirement for a good teacher, a knowl­ 
edge of child nature is also absolutely 
necessary. This has resulted iu the study 
of psychology. 
With regard to manual 
training for the children, the public is 
convinced slowly as to its utility, but it 
is sure to win its way. It is not 
designed to turn ont skilled mechanics; 
we only design to increase the power of 
the mind for thoughtful and intelligent 
work, to inoculate habits of exact and 
careful observation, and to develop a 
love of industry and respect for mannal 
work. 
It will not be long before the 
graduates from our few manual training 
schools will be the lawmakers of our 
country, to testify to tbe advantage 
which such training was to them, and 
see that the coming generations receive 
it. And 00 the work will grow. To 
teachers is entrusted the 
leadership 
of the educational thought of the people; 
and so, let us see th at we adopt, for oar 
own improvement and that of our chil­ 
dren, only tbe best; th at we lead public 
opinion intelligently, persistently and 
directly, to a clear understanding of our 
needs 
After the reading of the paper, Prof. 
Foshay lead the singing of "H elp It On. 
The next paper, fe"Thoughts on Obser­ 
vation,” by J. A. Woodson, editor of the 
Sacramento Record-Union, was read by 
Mr. Thos. A. Kennedy in the absence of 
the writer. 
It dealt with the necessity 
of teaching scholars not only to learn the 
prescribed lessons, but to apply what 
they learn. Tbe teacher should endeavor 
to encourage a spirit of inquiry and ob 
nervation; he 
should 
tie 
ready 
to 
answer questions even 
though 
the 
questions 
should 
seem 
trifling and 
thoughtless. The work of bcth teacher 


mechanical. Instruction should walk 
hand-in-hand 
with 
observation. 
The 
child should be trained to observe and 
to think, for in that way there is opened 
ont to them a source of the purest enjoy­ 
m ent for leisure houre, and wisest judg­ 
m ent in the work of life. 
The paper on language teaching, by 
Will S. Monroe, though on the pro­ 
gramme at this point, was omitted, Mr. 
Monroe being placed on the evening 
programme to take the place of Dr. A. 0. 
H irst who could not be present. 
Two children, a boy and a girl, from 
the primary grade in San Diego, were 
introduced ou the platform, and Miss 
Rice exemplified the method of teaching 
music in the schools cf the city of "bay’n 
clim ate,” by patting the two little ones 
through a very pleasing little singing 
exercise, which the children performed 
very creditably, in spite of the audience 
watching them. At the close of the exer­ 
cise the association passed a vote of 
thanks to the San Diego delegation and 
to the children, for the same. 
Previous to the reading of the next 
paper, Prof. More announced th at the 
present meeting of the association was 
the largest ever yet held, there being 510 
members already enrolled as present, and 
other names to come. 
The announce­ 
ment was received with applause. 
"M athematics in tbe Common Schools” 
was the next paper, by C. M. Ritter, of 
Chico. 
The paper was an able one, and 
was summarized in the following words: 
" I t s eme clear that the logical deduc­ 
tions from a thorough examination of 
our public schools aDd their relations to 
the moral, social and industrial forces 
are : First, that altogether too much time 
is devoted to the study of arithm etic; 
second, that a large part of the so-called 
^commercial arithmetic should be elim­ 
inated from the couree of study, the 
principles of percentage and interest 
being broad enough to comprehend all 
that is desirable in that departm ent: 
that in arithm etic 'shortest Solutions' 
and 'best explanations’ should be sought 
for at all times, both to be as much as 
poseible the result of the pupil’s own in­ 
vestigation; 
fourth, that tbe metric 
pvstem of weights and measures should 
supplant the cumbersome one now in 
use; that elementary geometry taught 
inductively should precede the teaching 
of mensuration, and, as mensuration is 
of 
general 
utility, 
and 
as 
most 
pupils never enter the higher schools, 
that 
it 
should 
be 
taught in tbe 
grammar schools; sixth, that more care 
snould be taken in setting forth the ob­ 
jects of the study of m athem atics; there 
should nlways be an object in view on 
tbe part of both the teacher and student; 
seventh, that the study of mathematics 
is an indispensable part of any complete 
system of education.” 


A fte rn o o n Neaslon. 
Prof. More, after calling the conven­ 
tion to order, announced that the direc­ 
tors of the public library offered the 
visiting teachers the freedom of that in­ 
stitution, and invited them to visit the 
same during their stay. 
On motion of J. G. Kennedy, Mrs. 
Mary Morrison, the secretary of the as­ 
sociation, was allowed $50 as her ex­ 
penses for the two trips from the North­ 
ern part of the State. 
The Schumann quartette, of 
San 
Diego, composed of Mrs. Annie Peck, 
Miss Lizzie Bourse, Miss Carrie Worster 
and Miss Rose Gleason, sang a selection 
so excellently as to be enthusiastically 
encored. 
Mr. John Monteith, of San Diego, in 
an address upon the "Extravagances of 
American Speech,” introduced into the 
convention the one gleam of humor 
that has thus far crept into the proceed­ 
ings. 
One extract is as follows: 
"Our 
country contains but few venerable ob­ 
jects, but our language is the legacy of a 
thousand 
years—our mother tongue. 
Our great men are spoken of flippantly 
or disparagingly; our candidates for pub­ 
lic offices have their names dragged 
through the mud before election and be­ 
smirched afterwards; our national legis­ 
lative body is called the national bear 
pit—I think with good reason, some­ 
times—but 
can 
the 
despoiler 
not 
spare 
us 
one 
of 
our 
honored 
names to be still held up for popular 
reverence and veneration, and can we 
not spare our language. How our 1 ingaage 
has been misused recently. 
Take the 
word awful. I have heard a young lady 
speak of a minister as being "awful flip,” 
of a magnificent sunset as being "a per­ 
fect daisy,” and the sublime falls of 
Niagara were said to be "just too cute 
for anything.” W hen in England I came 
across a little book on the "American 
Lauguage,” and as I read it my indigna­ 
tion rose. The writer had hunted out all 
the slang expressions in use in all sec­ 
tions of our country, witn all the verbs 
constructed from nouns and nouns con­ 
structed from verbs. 
In the collection I 
remember Beeing the word "excurse,” 
derived from the noun excursion. There 
was also a collection of trivial epithets 
applied to sublime subjects, and great 
sounding words applied to .trivial sub­ 
jects. Worse than all this, these various 
horrors were represented as forming part 
of the regular colloquial tongue of B jsto n ! 
Bostonians are afilie ted with two diseases 
—culture and catarrh, but I never sus­ 
pected 
them of 
this 
affliction also. 
When I afterwards traveled over my 
own country more I began to feel 
somewhat like the old deacon who pos­ 
sessed a spotless reputation until he ran 
for some office, when the papers pro­ 
ceeded to accuee him of many things. 
The deacon’s good wife was very angry, 
so was the deacon, but from different 
reasons. The old fellow said to his wife 
one day: 
"A h, Bailie, these things 
make you mad because you think them 
lies, but I feel bad because I know most 
of them are true.” 
W hen I first read 
that Englishman’B book I was like the 
deacon’s wife, I thought it a slander, but 
when I came to travel more I found most 
of it true. I actually found that word 
"excurse,” hoof, tail and horns, all com­ 
plete, turned loose on the afflicted com­ 
munity seeking whom it migut devour. 
The nomination committee here re­ 
ported the following:

D. C. Clark, principal of the Santa 
Cruz high school, read a paper on the 
"California Teachers’ Reading Circle,” 
explaining its aims and giving a history 
of the work accomplished. Tne conven­ 
tion then elected two counselors for the 
year. 
Hon. Ira G. H oitt reported for the in­ 
corporation committee that the California 
Educational Association was duly incor­ 
porated, with a capital stock of $250,000, 
divided into 50,060 shares of $5 each, and 
calling on the teachers to become stock­ 
holders in tbe association, which designs 
to erect a building in San Francisco con­ 
taining a hall for conventions, a library, 
offices, etc. The by-laws of the associa­ 
tion were circulated among the teachers 
after the session. Mr. Hoitt also re­ 
ported for the decoration committee,

THE POLICE BOARD. 
It Object* to the Action of tbe City 
Council. 
The Police Commissioners met yester­ 
day afternoon, Mayor H. T. Hazard in 
the chair, and Messrs. Collins, Dexter, 
Knox and Lewis preseot. 
Chief Glass reported that he had sus­ 
pended Officer C. C. Connolly for drunk­ 
enness and neglect of duty, pending the 
action of the board. On motion of Mr. 
Lewis the Chief’s action was confirmed, 
and Connolly was suspended for fifteen 
days. It was resolved as tbe sense of the 
board that in fntnre the rale applying to 
drunkenness on tbe force shall be rigidly 
enforced, and the penalty of dismissal be 
applied. A permit to open a new saloon 
was granted n. Vittallini. 
Officer Stevenson reported through the 
Chief that on Monday night last he had 
found a man named Louis Schuldheis, 
outside the saloon opposite the Plaza 
church, bleeding from a knife wound. 
From what the injured man told him of 
the affair,he was satisfied that the cutting 
was done in the saloon, but the bar­ 
tender tried to deceive him about it. He 
afterwards found the man who did the 
cutting concealed in the rear of the 
Baloon. The matter was referred to a 
committee, composed of Messrs. Dexter, 
Lewis and the Chief, for investigation. 
License Collector Smith reported that 
the following saloon men had not paid 
rheii* licenses: F. Adam, T. Forques, E 
Flenr, T. Froehlinger, Hollenbeck &. 
Germain, H. Wiederman, and Wilke & 
Harturjg, and that the saloons of J. H. 
Knief and Briestly & Cokler were closed. 
On motion of Mr. Knox it was 
resolved to enforce tbe rule and 
revoke all the licenses, and the 
delinquents were notified that be­ 
fore their permits were issued again it 
would be necessary for them to put in 
new applications and pay their delin­ 
quent licenses. 
James Spring, foreman of the West 
Lake park, and Fred H. Gridley, sexton 
of the Bellevue-avenue M. E. church, 
were appointed special officer*. 
A petition transmitted from the Coun­ 
cil, signed by Justice H. C. Austin, the 
Superior Court judges, and other promi­ 
nent citizens aBking for the reinstatement 
of Mrs. Watson was read. Mr. Lewis 
said that he considered it as a petition 
which the board could not disregard, and 
on motion of Mr. Knox the board resom- 
mended to the Council that an ordinance 
be passed in accordance with the peti­ 
tion. Mr. Collins called for the roll call 
and voted negatively, stating that his 
reason for doing so was that he consid­ 
ered that Police Matron Gray was needed 
just as much as Mrs. Watson and that if 
one was reinstated the other ought also 
to be. 
Chief Glass informed tbe board that 
he had arranged with Chief Strohm. of 
the fire department, to connect his office 
with the fire-alarm bell, and that to 
sound a general police alarm in case of 
riot, etc., the bell would tap twenty 
times. 
He also reported that a man named 
Taylor had called on him and demanded 
that the patrol horBes should be sent to 
his stable on Broadway; but as he had 
not yet received any official notification 
of any change, the Chief stated that he 
had refused to do so. Mr. Collins said 
that he thought the Council had no right 
to take this matter out of the hands of 
tbe board, and that the board ought to 
be able to remove the animals whenever 
they thought the animals were not being 
properly treated, and not be bound by 
contract for a year. 
Mr. Knox agreed 
with Mr. Collins, and the Mayor stated 
that the manner with which tbe Council 
had treated both this and the fiie board 
had led him to enjoin the Council on 
every opportunity, and he would see into 
this matter. 
Chief Glass said that in the matter of 
tbe vacancy made by the removal of 
Officer Rowan, he had offered the posi­ 
tion of patrol driver at $50 per month to 
several of the eight men removed by the 
commission under the retrenchment 
ordinance, but none of them seemed to 
want it. Accordingly he had appointed 
Walter Myers temporarily and recom­ 
mended him for appointment by the 
board. His action was approved on mo­ 
tion of Mr. Knox. Mr. Dexter said that 
although in favor of uctingup to the reso­ 
lution adopted at the t ime of tbe re­ 
movals, he was also in favor cf appoint­ 
ing a man in harmony with the Chief; 
but when the matter of filling the vacancy 
was brought up in earnest, he nominated 
J. D. Todd. Mr. Knox nominated O. 
Rohn, and at the request of the Chief 
also nominated W. Myers. Mayor Haz 
ard wanted to let the matter lie over for 
a week, but Mr. Lewis wanted the mat­ 
ter disposed cf at once. The nominations 
were then declared closed, and the roll 
call resulted in the appointment of O. 
Rohn by 4 votes to 1, whereupon the 
board adjourned.
